Canada's newest uni- 
versity. Lieutenant Governor Hal 
Jackman . signed the bill that 
officially recognized Nipissing as 
autonomous from Laurentlan 
University on November 27. 1 992. 
While on the outside its sUll the 



same, on the inside. Nipissing is a 
whole different story. 

Craig Stevens, the Vice- 
President External from the 
Nipissing University Student's Un- 
ion. (NUSU.) no "educational meta- 
morphosis" has occurred. "The 
only thing we had from Lauren- 
tlan was rubber stamping," he 
said. "We don*t have more faculty 
now. we don*t have a bigger build- 
ing, we're in the exact same place, 
we Just grant our own degrees

number 3391 on it. 

Trojan Enz Spermicidal 
Lubricant condoms with that 
number have been recalled, the 
number is stamped on the edge of 
the blue wrapper. 

The suspect condoms will 
show a nine digit number, start- 
ing with 3391 as the first four 
digits. 

"It's Just a pre- 
cautionary measure 
because we discovered 
that some {of that lot 
number) were defec- 
tive. It is better to err 
on the side of caution 
and recall the whole 
batch." said Peter 
Brickwood. commu- 
nity outreach worker 
with the North York 
Board of Public Health. 

Brie kwo o d 
passed along the recall 
notice to vice president 
Michele Chai at the 
York Federation of Stu- 
dents. The student fed- 
eration and York's 
Women's Centre both 
distribute condoms 
free from their offices. 

Students with 
the recalled condoms 
can exchange them for 
new ones, but if you 




now." But plans are in the works 
to change what is presently 
changed.

As well. Mr. Stevens said 
that the programs themselves will 
have to accommodate the official 



academic autonomy from Lauren - 
tian's facilities. "In away, some of 
our courses have been cut. be- 
cause where someone before 
would get a concentration In math, 
but get the majority of their 
courses from Laurentlan. they 
can't do that anjrmore. So, we 
have to look to expand some of our 
courses." Being largely a humani- 
ties and social sciences institu- 
tion Nipissing now has to increase 
the number of math and sciences 
courses they presently offer. As 
well, because Nipissing is no 
longer a college of Laurentlan. 
they can no longer offer a certifi- 
cate of billngualism. The big draw- 
ing card remains the school of 
education, which has received 
approximately 3000 applications 
for 250 positions already this year 
and while no plans have been 
announced to expand It yet. the 
potential is there. 

It is expected that the reg- 
istrars office will see a large in- 
crease in the number of applica- 
tions for Nipissing. 
It is the first year 
that it will be listed 
apart from Lau- 
rentlan in the 
handbook given to 
students planning 
to attend univer- 
sity. Before that, 
the only way a pro- 
spective student 
could find out 
about Nipissing 
was through a 
councilor that new 
about it, a friend 
or a liaison officer 



from Nipissing itself. Nipissing has 
received a great deal of publicity 
over the last few months. "How 
can you beat, when it's in the 
Globe in Mail and Toronto Star 
that you are the newest university 
In Canada?", said Mr. Stevens. 

As it stands. Nipissing 
shares its facilities with Canadore 
College, and takes on the obvious 
advantages and disadvantages. 
There are no plans to separate the 
two as Nipissing and Canadore. 
like most other ix)st secondary 
institutions, suffer from a chronic 
lack of funds and the sharing of 
expenses has proven to be benefi- 
clEil for both parties. 
Nipissing wUl remain the school 
atop the hill. And during this, its 
25th anniversary, it may not yet 
be the beacon for a thousand 
px>ints of light, but It has come one 
step closer. On behalf of Lauren- 
tlan University. Congratulations 
and the best of luck during the 
next 25 years.

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Putting the Facts Into Perspective 



The following is in response 
to an article written by Janice 
Savage In the December 10. 1992 
issue ofLambdcL Ms. Savage was 
very critical of the press release 
from the Communications ofilce 
during the week of the White Rib- 
bon campaign. 

The information contained 
In the press release was provided 
by the Head Office of the White 
Ribbon campaign In Toronto. This 
organization was formed two years 
ago by two men who wanted to 
speakout against violence towards 
women. Tliis year, the organiza- 
tion numbers approximately 500 
men across Canada, and has ex- 
panded to Australia , Europe and 
Africa. 

The press release was not 
meant to offend or male -bash, irs 
purpose was to Inform and edu- 
cate the Laurentian community 
about the seriousness of violence 



towards women. Statistics do not 
He - every 17 minutes a sexual 
assault occurs in Canada, of which 
90% of the victims are women; 1 
in 4 women Is assaulted In her 
lifetime; 3 women are killed every 
week by their male partners; 57% 
are afraid of walking in their 
neighborhood at night; 15% of 
Canadian women were assaulted 
by their husbands or live -in male 
partner. In a recent study 1 In 5 
married or co-habitating Cana- 
dian men admitted to committing 
violent acts against their female 
partners. In another study. 60% 
of college age males report that 
under the right circumstances, 
they would use force, rape, or 
both in sexual relations with 
women. A Winnipeg study of 551 
women found that 27% had been 
raped or sexually assaulted In 
their lifetime. Nearly 70% of the 
women knew their attacker and 



87% DID NOT REPORT THE AS- 
SAULT TO THE POUCE. Rates of 
violence against particular groups 
of women including women with 
disabilities and Aboriginal women 
are consistently higher. Research 
was found that half of sexualfy 
assaulted women are under 17. 
We are not over-reacting or mak- 
ing sexist generalizations about 
men. We are stating facts regard- 
ing violence towards women, and 
these facts CANNOT be ignored. 
In order to put these facts 
into proper perspective, we need 
to understand what is considered 
violence. One of the best defini- 
tions of violence is found in the 
White Ribbon fact Sheet distrib- 
uted this Fall. It states . *A^iolence 
against women in our society takes 
avariety of forms including physi- 
cal assault, sexual assault, psy- 
chological and emotional abuse. 
Not all violence against women 



leaves visible scars. The many 
forms of violence against women 
lie on the continuum which runs 
from sexist Jokes to domineering 
forms of behaviour our. sexual 
harassment, wife assault, sexual 
assault and murder." We recog- 
nize that not all men are violent. 
Many of them are caring and lov- 
ing individuals who believe that 
women are their equal partners. 
However, we would refer you to 
your article where Norma McRae- 
ward. Laurentian*s Harassment 
and Employment Equity Coordi- 
nator, states.** Harassment is seen 
between student and student, 
professor to student, professor to 
professor and professor to sup- 
port staff. All these types of inci- 
dents have occurred on Ccimpus 
at Laurentian University and con- 
tinue to occur." Our objective in 
organizing and supporting a White 
Ribbon campaign at Laurentian

Lambda crossed the Que- 
bec border for a while to 
heighten our knowledge of the 
Canadian University Press stu- 
dent press. The experience, 
without sounding controver- 
sial, maybe equated to coming 
out of the closet. 

Attending the CUP 55 con- 
ference in Valle3^ield, Que. 
proved interesting as our staff 
mingled with the most alter- 
native and proactive univer- 
sity press minds in the coun- 
try. Lambda was distinguish- 
able among the larger delega- 
tions for its recruitment abili- 
ties, finances as well as Its 
diversification. 

"We scared the shit out of 
people," saidPiotr Przychodzkl, 
editor - in - chief, adding, "we 
have been so progressive in 
turning the paper around, del- 
egates (of CUP) were baffled." 
Lambda despite, the imperfec- 
tions, had an unparalleled first 
part of the year. "There were 
no other student publications 
in Canada that could compare 
with the sweeping changes." 

Our staff proved to have a 
knack for being In all places at 
all times. Early on in the week 
we became notoriously in- 



volved in shaping the future 
for Canadian University Press 
as well as improving our own 
publication. Lambcia delegates 
covered all aspects of the con- 
ference in order to better facili- 
tate Laurentian students. Del- 
egates serv^ed on four elected 
commissions including: hiring, 
services/finances, long term 
planning and statement of 
principles/constitution as well 
as attending all seminars de- 
signed to discus societal is- 
sues. Each commission, com- 
prised of six people, was man- 
dated to determine next year's 
plans for the other 46 member 
papers. 

The week was an overload 
of ideas, suggestions and con- 
structive criticism. Lambda 
had the opportunity to find 
out what is going on in other 
student newspapers across the 
country and exchange tricks 
of the trade with them. We had 
the chance to help other pa- 
pers, that are currently in dire 
straights, gain a little bit of 
insight into the crisis manage- 
ment techniques that have 
turned Lambda around dur- 
ing the first part of the year. At 
the same time, a number of 
respected publications took the 
time to explain the finer points 
of production to everyone will- 
ing to listen. 



The Conspiracy of 
Hope Continues

The world has changed 
considerably since 1961, when 
Amnesty International was 
launched based on an appeal 
in The Observer, a London 
newspaper. We may be 
tempted to believe that since 
the U.S.S.R and ifs totalitar- 
ian government, which tor- 
tured and killed mlDions of It's 
own citizens, has collapsed, 
the fall of the Berlin Wall, the 
victory of the United Nations 
force over Iraq that human 
rights are making a come back, 
that the "thousand points of 
light" have penetrated into tor- 
ture chambers around the 
world to unmask those who 
dare take away human dig- 
nity. It is unfortunate that the 
people who think these things 
are wrong. Brutal torture of 
the political prisoners is still 
continuing around the world. 
People are being executed dciily 
for crimes that were never com- 
mitted or not deserving of 
death. 

There are some bright 
spots. Although there is a long 
way to go. South Africa is on 
the road (albeit slowly) to- 
wards an equalitarian democ- 
racy. The situation in central 
and South America has been 
stabilizing slightly and torture 
behind the former Iron Cur- 
tain has been lessening some- 
what . However the world's 
human rights situation has a 
long way to go. 

One case of concern is 
Wang Xlzhe's. Mr. Wang is 
serving a 14 year prison sen- 
tence for ""counter - revolu- 
tion" activities. During his trial 



As the delegates spent new 
year's eve in Quebec, they had 
the unbridled pleasure of stay- 
ing at the Hotel Delta 
Valleyfield Delta Hotel. De- 
spite the breathtaking sight of 
the St. Lawrence River on New 
Year's eve, this amazing estab- 
lishment will be now famous 
nationwide as a weak Unk a 
the Delta Hotel chain. 

Delegates were dined and 
confined with an inhospitable 
hotel staff for seven days. Over 
the course of their stay, del- 
egates had "ghosts" sleep in 
their rooms, eat their food, 
drink their booze and leave 
with their wallets and pride. 
Apparently unknown indlvidu - 
als obtained master keys to 
the hotel and simply help them- 
selves to it, and it's clients 
amenities. It did not occur to 
the "ghosts" that a conference 
of and for journalists was per- 
haps not the wisest place to 
appear. 

Collectively, the experience 
and education acquired at the 
conference will help Lambda 
in it's goal next year. It will be 
publishingtwiceaweektokeep 
Laurentian students more in- 
formed and give a larger 
number of the people from this 
community the opportunity to 
acquire a new skill. 




in 1 982 he was accused only of 
activities which Involved the 
non- violent exercise of funda- 
mental human rights. Wang 
was a factory worker from 
Guangzhou. China and was 
arrested In 1 98 1 for reportedly 
writing an open letter criticiz- 
ing the detention of another 
dissident named Liu Quing. 
Wang is also well known for 
writing articles and speeches 
bringing up repression, democ- 
racy and the legal system in 
China. In plain EngUsh. Wang 
Xizhe is being Jailed for advo- 
cating democracy. 

This isjust one case out of 
thousand, ff you are inter- 
ested In working on behalf of 
political prisoners and victims. 
Amnesty International has 1 
100 000 members, subscrib- 
ers and regular donors in 1 50 
countries with 6000 AI groups 
in 70 countries. It has na- 
tional organization In 46 coun- 
tries with 25 of those in Latin 
America. Africa. Asia and the 
Middle East. 

AI's mandate is the protection 
of human rights world-wide 
which it's describes as: 

- protection of prisoners of 
conscience, those in jail for 
their beliefs or origins. If they 
have not advocated violence; 

- fair and prompt trials for 
the political prisoners; 

- opposition to torture and 
execution in all cases.

JUDE COLE 

START THE CAR. 1992 

It would be easy to say that Jude 
Cole belongs right there in that sofl- 
rock middle-of-the-road category 
where bands like REO Speedwagon, 
Bon Jovi and Journey have found 
success and big bucks, if not exactly 
critical acclaim or respect. Mr. Big is 
the latest band to navigate this terri- 
tory. 

Cole has a good voice though his 
lyrics lack much thought and, like 
Bryan Adams, are basically lists of 
cliches. He has plenty of exj>ert help 
In putting this album together. Late 
Toto drummer Jeff Porcaro plays on 
some tracks, as does skins-banger Jim Keltner, ace session-man 
and Traveling Wilburys drummer David Paich of Toto adds key- 
board, as does Jeff Procaro's brother, Steve. 

Cole mixes easy listening, tap-your-feet- rock with the odd 
ballad. The album is over-produced with classical /rock producer 
James Newton Howard Joining Cole at the controls. This is a decent, 
if not great album. At times Cole sounds a little like PhU Collins (I 
thought I was listnening to Genesis at one point); att other times he 
sounds a bit like Bryan Adams (both In lyrics and music style). It's 
never a good sign when you sound too much like somebody else - the 
beauty of artists like Mick Jagger. Neil Young, Bruce Springsteen, 
Bob E^lan, Mark Knopfler, Phil Collins, even Madonna, is that they 
don't sound like anybody else. You know It's a song by one of them 
seconds Into the first track of any album you listen to. Cole might 
try to keep that in mind his next time out. 
LEONARD COHEN, THE FUTURE 
1992 

It's always the first question 
Leonard Cohen seems to hean What's 
this about your voice? Those whoVe 
heard Cohen before know that voice: 
a low guttural growl/purr that, like 
coffee, cigarettes, whislqr and caviar, 
it is a very acquired taste. Once 
acquired, though, Cohen can be madly 
addictive. 

On The Future, the 58-year-old 
Canadian world citizen deals with 
one of his all-time favourite topics: 
Weird sex, (read Cohen's Infamous 
1966 novel "Beautiful Losers" for 
much, much more on sex than you 

might ever care to know), as seen through the looking glass of a 
modem poet. Cohen can take an Idea that Madonna would debase 
and state the obvious for, and make you think about It in a 
completety new way. On "Closing Time." the first single from his 
album, he croons : "And my very sweet companion/She's the Angel 
of Compassion/ And she's rubbing half the world against her thigh." 
Later he gets off the wonderful lines : "And the whole damn place 
goes crazy twice/ and It's once for the Devil and it's once for Christ." 
Or take this one: "The place is as dead as Heaven on a Saturday 
night." 

L3nlcs are the lifeblood of Cohen's work as poet and slnger.but 
the music on The Fidure is a cut above past Cohen efforts. He gets 
apt and able assistance from a choir of female background singers. 
One's even tempted to salute Reverend Leonard on a few tracks. 
"The Future." "Waiting for the Miracle." and especially "Democracy" 
are all outstanding songs. Cohen should get a serious critical and 
popular comeback from this album. It will be Interesting to see In 
which direction he'll head next. 
NENEH CHERRY 
HOMEBREW. 1992 

On Raw likeSusH her 1989 smash 
hit debut, Neneh Cherry punched 
listeners with pile driver hip-hop and 
New Jill swing sounds. Sounds like 
"Buffalo Stance." "Kisses on the 
Wind," and "ManchOd" were loaded 
down with hooks and stayed with you 
long after the tunes ended. Cherry 
came across like a smart, sexy, sassy 
street girl who wouldn't be messed 
with. She could rock and rap with the 
best of the homeboys. 

Homebrew, her follow-up to Raw 
UkeSushi, shows offa much mellower 
Cherry. A three -year layoff suggests 
a performer much more Interested In 
the message, rather than the rhythm. 
Singles like "Buddy X" and "Money 

Love" move and swing, but the high point of the album is "Ttout" 
which manries the guitar riff from the Steppenwolf classic "The 
Pusher" with the Led 2fepf)elln boom beat from "When the Levee 
Breaks." To top it all off. REM's Michael SUpe adds his dlsUcUve 
vocal assistance. Cheny blends It all into the music mixmaster to 
spit out a thoughtful potshot at an educational system which 
Ignores sex education and keeps kids in the dark over AIDS. Any 
other artist might concoct a gooey mess out of all of these elements, 
but Cherry makes it all work perfectly. 

While the rest of Homebrew is a little flatter than I might have 
liked, you can't knock Cherry for growing and trying to change. A 
litUe more crunch and a little less cool would have been appreciated.

A Check from 
Behind

Hockey today seems to be 
slowly turning into a character- 
less sport, full of people who are 
vacant of anything resembling 
personality or style. TTiat is. ex- 
cept for one person, Don Cherry. 
That's why 1 was surprised to see 
Grapes viMed a few weeks ago in 
Lambda, by Tim Kelly. It's one 
sided flogging of a man respected 
by hockey fans across Canada for 
his forthrightness and honesty 
prompted me to defend Cherry. 

I think the reason that Cherry 
is so popular among hockey fans 
is because he essentially believes 
what most hockey fans believe.

Obviously 
someone thought enough of Don 
Cherry to allow him to coach dur- 
ing the 70's and 80's and I'm sure 
that many teams would love to 
have him behind the bench. And 
contrary to what Tim Kelly appar- 
ently believes, having a career in 
minor league hockey isn't so bad 
considering how many players 
never get that far. This seems 
more of a personal attack than an 
attempt to prove a valid point. 

The one consistent thing I have 
seen In my life happens Saturday 
nights in bars across Canada. 
People will drink, shout and have 
a good time, but the moment that 
Coach's Comer starts, the bar 



becomes quiet and every hockey 
fan's ears are straining to hear 
what Cherry will say. What would 
Ron MacLean do without Cherry? 
He would be as appealing as 
Howie Meeker, a droning voice 
with little enthusiasm. Cherry 
and MacLean provide a balance 
for each other. While Cherry 
does sometimes go on a bit. 
MacLean often is the apologist 
for someone who is clearly in the 
wrong. As for Cherry living in the 
past, I agree with Cherry that 
today's game is rapidly turning 
into a "Dance of the Bumble- 
bees", a complex dance with no 
emotion, merely designed to Im- 
press the crowd with theatrical 
movements. There Is nothing 
wrong with meshing the rougher 
part of the game, such as a 
Probertwlth the skill ofaLemleux 
or Gretzky. 

As for trashing Europeans 
and particularly UlfSamuelsson, 
Cherry is correct for bashing 
Samuelsson. This player has 
knocked out more players than 
any other in recent seasons. If 
the league gave away "Hitting at 
the Knee" Awards, Samuelsson 
would win it hands down every 
year. Long have I prayed for 
Probert or Berube to ^ve him his 
just desserts. Although I haven't

Let's look at a plain fact: Since 
the introduction of the new rules 



concerning flghtlng. 1 3 teams have 
reported reduced attendance and 
reduced profit. TTie recession can- 
not be blamed because last year 
at this time there were no such 
reductions and the recession was 
worse, so what is it? It's the fans 
telling the NHL that they want 
hockey played like it was before. 
They, like Cherry, want hockey 
our way. not Gill Stein's way. 

Instead of bashing Don Cherry, 
perhaps Tim KeUy should turn his 
attention to Gill Stein and his 
cronies who are trying to turn 
hockey into some mutated form 
that few in Canada will erijoy. 
Cheny. I feel, represents the feel- 
ings of Canadians, not those who 
want some sanitized version with 
no feeling in it. More and more, 
he's the reason why people watch 
Hockey Night in Canada and tune 
into the Grapevine.

While Laurentlan*s basketball 
and hockey teams are well known, 
our Men's Volleyball team has not 
received much of the limelight so 
far this season.

Experience is something the 
Vees definitely lack. **If you look at 
our starting line-up, you*ll see 
that we have one first year player 
who is our setter," says Coach 
Jody Young, "Then we have four 
second year players and two third 
year players.
